BOSTON BANK CLOSES DOORS

Broadway Natlonal, Organizsed Forty-
Six Yenrs Ao, Dragged Down
by Another Fallare,

BOSTON, Dec, 16.—As & result of the
failure of the John P. Bquire company, a
corporation of Cambridge, for $3,000,000,
which was announced late yesterday alter-
noon, the Broadway Natlonal bank here, in

It did not take long for the news of the
trouble to clrculate widely and all sorts ol
wild rumors were sel afloat. These repor.s
made mention of other banks with which the
Squires were connecied and one or two in-
stitutlons which, it was sald, would be most
{ikely (o feel the Influence of the disturb-
ance. For an hour these condit.ons pre-
vailed, but as ope after the other of the
bhanks mentloned were found to be dolng
business as usual the agltatlon began to
subside apnd by 1 o'clock affairs apparently
had resumed thelr normal state.

Members of the clearing house commitiee
refused to talk of the Broadway bank ques-
tion today. It seemed to be ihs opini:n
among bankers that no Important fallures
would follow the closing of the Instiiution.
